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fhe Chinese Commmist decision to send volunteers to Korea aecomanied by 
parts of the 12 and 13 Army Groups was cpoosed by many influential party 
members, who believed that the Korean intervention was umvrise and that the 
reconstruction of’ China is the most important task, Although their views 
were not accepted, they still objectcd to committing the core (12 and 13 
Army Grows) of tho best equinped and trained field army against forees of 
the United Nations. 


This view apparently was accepted in part uy the Communist authorities, who 
decided that, "unless something oxtraordinary develons," to proceed warily 
in committing troons in Korea and to minimize losses by avoiding engagements 
unless certain of victory. The decision twas based on the desire to conserve 
equipment and combat strength of troozs now in Korca and along the Yalu 
River. 


In carly Noveriber 1950 CHAO Erh-lu, chief of staff of the Central and South 
Military District and the | Field Army (FA), returmed to Hankow from 
Manchuria. He assumed office as Wuhan Garrison Commander — replacing

and its suburbs.
